Powell  provided  little  detail  of  the 
summit,  but  it  is  known  the  discus¬ 
sions  have  centered  on  fundamental 
issues,  including  Arab  demands  that 
Israel  give  up  the  land  it  captured  dur¬ 
ing  the  1967  war  and  recognize  Palesti¬ 
nian  Arabs’  “legitimate  rights”  to  a 
homeland  on  the  Israeli-occupied  West 
Bank  of  the  Jordan  River. 

Powell  disclosed  that  Sadat 
telephoned  Jordan’s  King  Hussein  on 
Monday,  but  there  were  no  details  dis¬ 
closed  about  their  conversation. 

Hussein,  who  lost  the  West  Bank  to 
Israel  after  19  years  of  control  by  Jor¬ 
dan,  has  ruled  himself  out  of  Mideast 
peace- talks  until  Israel  commits  itself 
to  withdrawal. 

“There  are  no  plans  for  King 
Hussein  to  come  to  Camp  David, 
Powell  said. 

Powell  also  refused  to  speculate  on 
how  the  summit  would  conclude. 

Carter,  his  press  secretary  said,  has 
shuttled  between  Sadat  and  Begin, 
looking  for  compromises  on  the  future 
of  the  West  Bank  and  Palestinian 
Arabs. 

Powell  has  said  Carter  would  bring 
the  two  leaders  together  at  an  ap¬ 
propriate  point. 

Meanwhile,  in  Bonn,  West  Ger¬ 
many,  Syrian  President  Hafez  Assad 
blasted  Sadat’s  Mideast  peace  in¬ 
itiative  and  the  Camp  David  summit, 
saying  there  can  be  no  peace  until  “the 
rights  of  the  Palestinians”  are  restored 


and  occupied  Arab  lands  returned. 

Assad  condemned  all  peace  move¬ 
ments  that  take  place  outside  the  Un¬ 
ited  Nations  and  without  Palestinian 
representation. 

At  the  same  time,  in  New  York,  for¬ 
mer  President  Richard  M.  Nixon  told 
his  first  full-dress  news  conference 
since  his  resignation  that  it  is  impor¬ 
tant  “for  the  United  States  to  play  the 
role  which  it  can  in  attempting  to 
mediate  the  differences  without  impos¬ 
ing,  of  course,  a  settlement.” 


Kimbah  told  a  capacity  audience  at 
the  ,devotional  assembly  Tuesday. 

Mormons  are  “happy  folks”  because 
of  the  promises  and  covenants  which 
they  make,  he  said. 

Speaking  to  some  23,000  people  in 
the  Marriott  Center,  President  Kim¬ 
ball  said  these  standards  do  not 
originate  with  university  ad¬ 
ministrators.  “They  did  not  manufac¬ 
ture  these  ideas  on  their  own  and  no 
amount  of  lobbying  will  force  them  to 
change. 

“They  are  acting  in  behalf  of  the 
presiding  authorities  of  the  church  who 
direct  them.  Your  loyalty  and  integrity 
are  at  stake  in  your  willingness  to 
abide  by  that  counsel.” 

The  LDS  prophet  remarked  that 
members  of  the  church  must  develop 
“a  style  of  their  own”  in  the  area  of 
dress  and  grooming.  “I  am  positive 
that  personal  grooming  and 
cleanliness,  as  well  as  the  clothes  we 
wear,  can  be  tremendous  factors  in  the 
standards  we  set  and  follow  on  the 
pathway  to  immortality  and  eternal 
life. 

“For  a  young  wonian  to  wear  short 
skirts  or  other  immodest  wear  when 
she  has  covenanted  otherwise  would 
not  be  a  matter  of  cleverness  in  escap¬ 
ing  detection,  but  a  definite  blot  on  her 
character,”  President  Kimball  said. 

“Should  any  young  man  promise  to 
observe  certain  standards  of  dress  or 
hair  length  or  behavior  and  then  evade 
those  restrictions,  certainly  his  error  is 
deep  seated  and  is  not  just  a  difference 
of  opinion.  It  is  nothing  to  joke  about, 
but  a  black  mark  on  his  character.  ‘He 
that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear,’  ” 
he  added. 

President  Kimball  noted  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  integrity  when  registering  to 
attend  BYU. 

“If  I  could  not  agree  with  the  rules,  I 
would  hand  back  my  registration  slip 
and  say,  ‘No,  thank  you.  Since  I  can¬ 
not  agree  and  since  I  do  not  intend  to 
live  the  rules,  therefore  I  will  not 
pledge  something  that  I  will  not  do,’  ” 
he  said. 

. -President  Kimball  related  that  often 

Sister  Kimball  and  he  eat  at 
restaurants  where  it  is  required  of  the 
men  to  wear  a  coat  and  tie.  He  noted 
that  he  would  observe  his  “end  of  the 
bargain”  of  eating  in  the  restaurant  by 
being  dressed  appropriately. 

“If  I  were  uncomfortable  with  the 
rule,  I  could  go  to  another  restaurant 
where  there  is  no  such  restriction  or  I 
could  even  go  without  a  meal 
altogether.  But  I  promise  you  I  would 
not  bolt  through  the  door  tie-less  and 
demand  to  he  served.  Furthermore, 
and  far  more  seriously,  I  would  not  put 
on  a  tie  at  the  door,  find  myself 
pleasantly  and  courteously  seated, 
only  then  to  tear  off  my  tie  and  coat 
and  defy  the  waiter  to  eject  me,”  he 
said.

similar  integrity  on  campus  in  adher¬ 
ing  to  the  code  of  honor.  “You  are 
honor  bound  to  abide.  Your  integrity 
and  my  integrity  require  it,”  he  said. 


President  Kimball  said  these  regula¬ 
tions  were  not  designed  to  create  dis¬ 
sension  or  to  make  students  unhappy 
or  angry.  They  should  be  used  as 
“tools”  for  their  intended  purposes, 
and  not  fought  against. 

“Hammers  were  designed  to  drive 
nails,  not  to  drive  thumbs,”  he  said. 
“BYU  standards  are  designed  to  build 
character,  not  to  create  dissension.” 

President  Kimball  was  complimen¬ 
tary  of  the  appearance  of  the  campus. 
“One  of  the  great  spiritual  uplifts  I  get

In  the  wake  of  President  Spencer  W.  Kimball’s  devotional 
speech  and  testimony  Tuesday,  students  should  be  motivated  to 
improve  personal  conduct  and  appearance. 

We  are  fortunate  at  BYU  to  have  the  Prophet  at  the  head  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  For  23,000  college  students  to  be  gathered  in  one 
place  to  hear  and  respond  to  the  admonition  of  a  spiritual  leader  is 
extremely  rare  in  this  modern  world. 

President  Kimball  promised  us  that  if  we  were  well  groomed  and 
showed  an  improvement  in  our  personal  integrity  we  would  be  free 
from  the  sins  of  the  world. 

That  is  a  large  promise  for  a  small  sacrifice.  We  should  take  his 
admonition  as  a  signal  to  lift  ourselves  from  pettiness  and  small- 
mindedness  in  our  personal  conduct. 

It  would  be  selfish  and  fruitless  for  women  to  stew  over  not  being 
able  to  wear  sloppy  blue  jeans.  Men  who  cannot  bring  themselves 
to  cut  their  hair  and  improve  their  personal  grooming  will  have 
trouble  dealing  with  the  more  demanding  principles  of  the  Gospel. 

There  is  no  denying  that  students  at  BYU  are  a  cut  above  the 
average  in  conduct  and  appearance.  But  we  need  to  work  hard  to 
achieve  a  higher  standard  of  excellence.  The  fact  that  President 
Kimball  found  it  necessary  to  remind  us  of  the  very  basic  promises 
we  made  when  we  enrolled  at  BYU  is  a  sign  there  is  much  room  for 
improvement. 

The  recent  clarification  in  dress  standards  is  a  symbol  of  the  con¬ 
fidence  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  in  our  ability  to  govern  ourselves. 
In  the  past,  the  dress  code  was  rigid.  There  was  no  room  for  inter¬ 
pretation.  But  the  clarification  gives  women  the  responsibility  of 
understanding  the  spirit  of  the  law.  The  new  freedom  ipust  not  be 
abused. 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  the  honor  code  as  a  tool  to  help  us  im¬ 
prove  our  lives.  It  would  be  foolish  for  us  to  bang  our  heads  against 
these  regulations  which  were  created  for  our  benefit. 

BYU  does  have  a  style  of  its  own.  A  style  which  is  ahead  of  its 
time.  A  style  which  is  an  example  to  people  all  over  the  world.  We 
should  be  proud  of  our  differences  and  enhance  them. 

President  Kimball  reminded  us  Tuesday  that  we  are  not  com¬ 
pelled  to  be  here  at  BYU.  Those  who  find  it  too  difficult  to  main¬ 
tain  the  high  standards  that  are  demanded  might  be  more  comfor¬ 
table  at  another  university  with  lower  standards. 

We  hope  not.  And  so  does  President  Kimball.

Only  18  percent  of  registered  Utah 
County  voters  Tuesday  selected 
primary  candidates  for  November  7 
final  elections. 

Balloting  was  also  light  throughout 
the  nation  as  final  candidates  were 
named  in  14  states  and  the  District  of 
Columbia.  In  Utah,  elections  were 
decided  in  every  county  except  Emery. 

The  2nd  Congressional  District  con¬ 
test  between  Democrats  Peter  Cooke 
and  Edwin  B.  Firmage,  with  92  per¬ 
cent  of  the  votes  tallied,  saw  Firmage 
leading  by  less  than  400  of  34,000 
votes.  The  winner  will  face  incumbent 
Dan  Marriott  this  fall.  Firmage,  a  con¬ 
stitutional  law  professor  at  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of,  Utah,  said  early  Wednesday 
morning  that  if  his  lead  holds,  he  ex¬ 
pects  Cooke  to  ask  for  a  recount  of  the 
votes  because  of  the  closeness  of  the 
race. 

In  the  Utah  County  primary,  five 
party  contests  and  five  non-partisan 
positions  were  decided.  The  four 
Republican  primary  contests  decided 
Tuesday  included  two-year  and  four- 
year  county  commissioner  positions, 
county  attorney,  and  constable. 

In  the  two-year  county  commission 
race,  H.  Jerry  Bradshaw  defeated  E. 
Dee  Olpin.  Bradshaw  will  now  face  in¬ 
cumbent  Yukus  Y.  Inouye  in  the 
general  election. 

Kenneth  J.  Pinegar  gained  the 
Republican  nomination  for  four-year 
county  commissioner,  overcoming 
challenger  Cleve  C.  Child  in  a  hotly 
contested  race.  GOP  County  Chair¬ 
man  Keith  Haines  indicated  much  of 
Child’s  support  came  from  outlying 
county  regions,  reflecting  voter  feelings 
over  zoning  issues. 

“I’m  grateful  the  people  looked  at 
the  facts  _  and  learned  the  truth,” 
Pinegar  said  as  election  returns  moun¬ 


ted  in  his  favor.  Pinegar  faces 
Democrat  Glen  Larson  in  the  final 
election. 


Carey,  Democrat,  defeated  his  former 
lieutenant  governor,  Mary  Anne  Krup- 
sak,  to  face  GOP  candidate  Perry 
Duryea,  New  York  Assembly  Minority 
Incumbent  Noall  T.  Wootton  was  Leader,  in  November  elections.  Incum- 
successful  in  his  candidacy  bid  for  bent  Connecticut  Gov.  Ella  Grasso, 
county  attorney,  defeating  Wayrie  B.  Democrat,  was  also  successful  in  her 
Watson.  Wootton  will  in  turn  face  bid  for  nomination  to  face  Republican 
Democrat  Casey  Christensen  in  tbe  Rep.  Ronald  Sarasin  in  the  Connec- 


November  election. 

In  the  battle  for  the  recently-created 
office  of  county  constable,  challenger 
Raeldon  C.  Palmer  was  unsuccessful  in

his  bid  to  unseat  incumbent  Don  H. 
Forsyth.  Forsyth  will  face  Democrat 
Wilford  “Bill”  Hansen  in  the  general 
election. 

The  Democratic  ballot,  which 
carried  only  one  primary  contest,  saw 
Phillip  R.  Kunz,  a  BYU  sociology 
professor,  knocking  Michael  D. 
Wilberg  out  of  the  race  for  State 
Represenative  from  District  37.  Kunz 
will  now  challenge  Republican  incum¬ 
bent  Lee  W.  Farnsworth,  a  BYU 
political  science  professor. 

In  county  non-partisan  races,  J.D. 
Christensen  and  Eugene  Tippetts  were 
the  top  two  contenders  for  Justice  of 
the  Peace;  Ross  B.  Denham  and  Ben  F. 
Mortensen  will  face  off  in  the  contest 
for  State  Board  of  Education;  William 
A.  Miller  and  Kenneth  D.  Whimpey 
garnered  top  positions  for  Alpine 
School  Board  No.  5;  Blair  R.  Hamilton 
and  Richard  A.  Johnson  were  suc¬ 
cessful  in  the  Nebo  School  Board  No.  4 
contest;  and  Marlin  E.  Boyer  and  J. 
Leonard  Harris  took  top  positions  in 
the  Nebo  School  Board  No.  5  contest. 

In  other  primary  elections 
nationwide,  New  York  Gov.  Hugh

Bruce  Babbitt  will  win  the 
Democratic  primary  over  token  opposi¬ 
tion. 

In -Wyoming,  Alan  Simpson  took  the 
Republican  Senate  primary  and  Ray 
Whitaker  took  the  three-way 
Democratic  Senate  primary  while  Gov. 
Ed  Herschler,  Democrat,  received  the 
party  nod  to  seek  re-election  in 
November,  defeating  Gargaret 
McKinistry  by  a  3-1  margin. 

Nevada  voters  were  choosing  bet¬ 
ween  four  Republican  and  eight 
Democratic  candidates  seeking  to 
replace  Gov.  Mike  O’Callaghan  who  is 
stepping  down  after  two  terms.  Results 
of  the  election  were  not  available  Wed¬ 
nesday  morning.

WASHINGTON.  (AP)  —  A  labor  mediator  moved 
Tuesday  to  settle  the  deadlocked  postal  contract  dis¬ 
pute  on  his  own  as  big-city  union  leaders  warned  that 
his  action  could  trigger  an  illegal  mail  strike  this 
week. 

Mediator  James  J.  Healy  said  he  would  make  a 
final,  binding  contract  decision  by.  Saturday  because 
the  Postal  Service  and  three  unions  representing 
516,000  workers  had  failed  to  make  progress  toward  a 
settlement  after  10  days  of  talks. 


Parents  boycott  busing 


LOS  ANGELES  (AP)  —  Thousands  of  white 
parents  kept  their  children  away  from  city  schools 
Tuesday,  as  the  first  day  of  a  massive  integration 
program  got  rolling  in  the  nation’s  second-largest 
school  district. 

Early  attendance  reports  showed  many  students 
assigned  to  travel  from  the  predominantly  white  San 
Fernando  Valley  to  inner-city  schools  avoided 
classes. 


Street  fighting  rages  in  Masaya 


MASAYA,  Nicaragua  (AP)  — ‘Bloody  street 
fighting  raged  through  this  embattled  city  Tuesday 
as  national  guard  troops  fought  for  ground  inch  by 
inch  against  rebels  trying  to  overthrow  President 
Anastasio  Somoza. 

“They  are  fighting  all  over  the  city.  We  have  been 
told  there  are  many  dead  and  wounded,”  said  a 
soldier  at  a  roadblock  on  the  outskirts  of  this  rebel 
stronghold,  18  miles  southeast  of  the  capital 
Managua. 

In  Managua,  government  troops  uncovered  what 
they  described  as  “enormous”  caches  of  weapons  in 
several  rebel  hideouts.  A  source  said  the  weapons,  in¬ 
clude  numerous  automatic  rifles,  rockets,  homemade 
noise  bombs  and  Molotov  cocktails.

in  visiting  this  campus  is  from  its  immaculate  ap¬ 
pearance  and  beautiful  grounds. 

“But  more  important  to  me  than  the  appearance  of 
our  buildings  is  the  appearance  of  our  people  —  our 
latter-day  saints.  I  hope  you  sense  our  far  more  im¬ 
portant  concern  for  ‘people  appearance,’  ”  he  said. 

President  Kimball  mentioned  one  area  of  disap¬ 
pointment.  “It  is  hard  for  me  to  be  disappointed,  but 
a  few  things  disappoint  me  occasionally  and  one  of 
them  is  in  the  returned  missionary  who,  after  two 
years  of  taking  great  pride  in  how  he  looks  and  what 
he  represents,  returns  to  this  campus  to  see  how 
quickly  he  can  let  his  hair  grow,  how  fully  he  can 
develop  a  moustache  and  long  sideburns  and  push  to 
the  very  margins  of  appropriate  grooming,  without 
being  refused  admittance  to  the  school. 

“That,  my  young  returned  missionary  brethren,  is 
one  of  the  great  disappointments  in  my  life,”  he  said. 

President  Kimball  related  a  story  about  Brigham 
Young  and  the  importance  of  audience  obedience  to  a 
speaker’s  message.  President  Young  had  refused  to 
return  to  speak  to  a  group  of  the  saints  because  they 
hadn’t  been  obedient,  to  the  counsel  in  his  first 
message  to  them. 

“Now  I  don’t  intend  to  refuse  President  Oaks’  an¬ 
nual  invitation  to  speak  to  this  delightful  audience, 
but  this  story  does  tickle  the  imagination,”  President 
Kimball  said. 

“I  suppose  next  year  at  this  time  I  could  ask  Presi¬ 
dent  Oaks  to  give  me  a  report  on  hair  length  and  skirt 
length.  If  the  former  is  still  too  long  and  the  latter 
still  too  short,  I  guess  by  President  Young’s  standard 
I  shouldn’t  return.” 

The  church  president  compared  the  young  saints 
to  the  recording  equipment  in  students’  rooms. 

“We  not  only  need  fidelity  at  this  university,  we 
need  high  fidelity,”  he  said.  “Allegiance  to  the 
straight  and  narrow  path  of  Christ  is  crucial,  and  it 
has  implications  for  you  far  beyond  a  dress  and 
grooming  code  or  a  stated  paragraph  of  moral 
behavior.  We  live  in  a  day  when  our  allegiance  is  be¬ 
ing  sorely  tested.” 


“BYU  is  the  greatest  university  in  all  the  world,” 
he  declared.  “There  are  universities  with  larger 
faculties  and  more  extensive  facilities,  but  Brigham 
Young  University  is  designed  to  enlarge  and  develop 
the  powers  of  the  spirit  and  to  educate  you  for  eter¬ 
nity. 

“Keep  your  promises.  Maintain  your  integrity. 
Abide  by  your  covenants.  Give  the  Lord  this  year  and 
every  year  your  highest  fidelity  and  fullest  expression 


Doctor  changes  plea 


VEGAS,  Nev.  (AP)  —  The  personal  physician  and 
a  former  close  aide  to  the  late  Howard  Hughes  on 
Monday  changed  their  pleas  from  innocent  to  no  con¬ 
test  to  federal  charges  that  they  supplied  the  late  in¬ 
dustrialist  with  codeine  for  nearly  the  last  20  years  of 
his  life. 

Dr.  Norman  Crane,  72,  and  John  M.  Holmes,  62, 
both  of  Los  Angeles,  were  indicted  last  March  on  con¬ 
spiracy  charges.  They  allegedly  had  supplied  Hughes 
with  codeine  on  about  500  different  occasions  from 
1955  through  1974.

Local  business  sues  OSHA 


FARMINGTON,  Utah  (AP)  —  A  North  Davis 
business  has  filed  suit  in  2nd  district  court  here 
against  Utah’s  Occupational  Safety  and  Health  Ad¬ 
ministration,  saying  its  searches  are  in  violation  of 
civil  rights. 

Attorney  Loren  Martin  filed  the  suit  in  behalf  of 
Raymond  J.  Eves. Co.,  a  construction  company  ask¬ 
ing  that  a 'permanent  restraining  order  be  granted  to 
prevent  Utah  OSHA  from  entering  the  Eves  business 
without  a  legal  search  warrant. 

Martin  said  OSHA  has  been  conducting  unlawful 
searches  after  obtaining  an  order  of  immediate  entry 
to  search,  which  the  suit  contends,  is  a  violation  of 
civil  rights  and  not  provided  for  in  Utah  statutes.

Utah  legislators  reviewing 
hree  tax  limitation  plans

r Various  tax  and  expenditure  limita- 
®n  proposals  now  being  considered  in 
cah  could  trim  state  and  local  taxes 
as  much  as  $192  million  a  year. 
Three  major  tax  limitation  proposals 
b  being  reviewed  and  may  be  brought 
(fore  the  1979  Utah  Legislature  for 
;  sisideration,  according  to  the  Utah 
iiundation,  a  private,  nonprofit 
:  blic  service  agency. 

A  recent  Foundation  report  stated 
nvemment  taxes  and  expenditures 
V'Ve  multiplied  more  than  30  times 
<  (tween  1940  and  1976.  This  is  a 
'  eater  increase  than  the  overall  rise  in 
e  general  economy  by  almost  100 
i  trcent. 

(State  and  local  spending  in  Utah  has 
ten  by  126  percent  over  the  past  10 
ars. 

The  tax  limitation  proposal  which 
a  s  received  the  most  initial  attention 
Utah  is  one  patterned  after  Califor- 
_  ii’s  successful  Proposition  13.  This 
‘  pposal  would  limit  property  taxes  in 
i  iah  to  one  percent  of  an  artificially 
fined  market  value. 


According  to  a  Foundation  report, 
however,  some  legal  authorities  have 
raised  questions  regarding  the  con¬ 
stitutionality  of  Utah’s  Proposition  13 
plan  because  the  Utah  Constitution 
cannot  be  amended  by  voter  initiative. 


group  called  the  Utah  Tax  Limitation 
Committee,  seeks  to  limit  taxes  and 
spending  in  Utah  through  a  con¬ 
stitutional  amendment.  Under  this 
plan,  increases  in  appropriations  and 
in  property  taxes  would  be  limited  to 
changes  in  per  capita  income  and 
population. 

Meeting  the  growing  demand  for  tax 
reduction,  Governor  Scott  M. 
Matheson  has  submitted  his  own  tax 
limitation  plan.  It  is  based  on  an 
overall  property  tax  limit  of  one  per¬ 
cent  based  on  true  market  value, 
reductions  in  1978-79  state  spending, 
maintaining  state  support  of  public 
school  programs  at  75  percent  of  the 
overall  cost  and  extending  a  property 
tax  “circuit  breaker”  program  to  all 
families  with  incomes  below  $20,000. 

The  Foundation  study  pointed  out 
the  Governor’s  program  would  be  the 
most  moderate  of  the  various  limita¬ 
tion  plans  suggested.

Morgan’s  father,  John,  was  a  famous  Mormon  mis¬ 
sionary  and  colonizer  who  lost  a  small  fortune  during  the 
panic  of  1893.  Nicholas  Morgan  dropped  out  of  school 
when  he  was  eight  to  help  his  family,  and  later  became  a 
successful  lawyer  and  businessman. 

Paulson  was  elected  president  of  the  state  organization 
of  the  league  for  the  coming  year.

Idaho  candidates  criticize 
'takeover'  effort  by  LDS 


COEUR  D’ALENE,  Idaho  (AP)  — 
Seven  candidates  for  the  North  Idaho 
College  Board  of  Trustees  have 
criticized  a  letter  by  former  and  pre¬ 
sent  Mormon  leaders  urging  church 
members  to  vote  today  for  three  LDS 
candidates  to  the  board. 

The  candidates  called  it  an  effort  by 
Mormons  to  take  over  the  public- 
supported  institution. 

Claude  A.  Welch,  a  Coeur  d’Alene 
realtor  arid  until  one  month  ago1  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Coeur  d’Alene  stake  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints,  said  today  he  was  the  first  to 
sign  the  letter. 

“Anytime  there’s  anything  that’s 
good  and  righteous,  people  are  opposed 
to  it,”  he  said,  reacting  to  criticism  of 
the  effort.  He  said  he  understood  the 
letter  was  read  to  the  church’s  public 
communications  office  in  Salt  Lake 
City,  which  he  said  approved  its 
wording  before  it  was  distributed. 

A  spokesman  for  the  office,  Don 
LeFevre,  said  no  one  in  the  office  could 
recall  the  matter.  He  said  the  church 
itself  does  not  endorse  individual  can¬ 
didates  for  public  office. 

LeFevre  said  he  could  not  comment 
on  the  Coeur  d’Alene  letter  because  he 
had  not  read  it.  He  said  church  mem¬ 


bers  are  encouraged  to  get  involved  in 
politics  but  “cannot  commit  the 
church  on  matters  such  as  these.” 

The  letter  urged  support  for  Thomas 
L.  Tyler,  Welch’s  replacement  as  stake 
president,  and  for  Harden  D.  Young  Jr. 
and  Stephen  C.  Hupp. 

They  are  among  12  candidates  for 
three  open  positions  on  the  five- 
member  governing  body  of  the  com¬ 
munity  college. 

Seven  non-Mormon  rcart.d idatfcs 
issued  a  statement  Monday  saying 
they  were  “astonished  to  learn  that 
three  of  the  candidates  for  the  NIC 
Board  of  Trustees  election  were  runn¬ 
ing  as  a  slate  with  church  affiliation  as 
the  primary  consideration.” 

The  statement  continued,  “We 
deplore  this  attempted  takeover  of  a 
public  tax-supported  institution  and 
hope  the  citizens  of  Kootenai  County 
will  vote  Tuesday  in  record  numbers 
and  that  their  votes  for  any  of  the  can¬ 
didates  will  be  based  on  their  records 
and  not  religious  affiliation.” 

The  Mormon  letter  was  also 
critically  discussed  from  the  pulpit 
Sunday  in  at  least  16  of  the  area’s 
protestant  and  Catholic  churches, 
reported  the  Lewiston  Morning 
Tribune.

Author  of  'Warrior' 
discusses  Mormon  art

Doug  Stewart,  author 
of  several  “Mormon 
plays,”  says  Mormon 
audiences  have  a 
problem. 

Audiences  are  used  to 
getting  free  entertain¬ 
ment  and  are  not  willing 
to  pay  three  or  four 
dollars  for  a  show, 
Stewart  said.  Stewart, 
the  author  of  ‘Satur¬ 
day’s  Warrior’  and  ‘The 
Day  the  Rain  Fell  Up,’, 
started  writing  plays  in 
Dr.  Charles  Whitman’s 
playwriting  class  at 
BYU. 

“When  I  learned  we 
had  to  write  a  full-length 
play,  I  just  about  drop- 
ped  out,”  he  says. 
However,  he  stayed  in 
the  class  and  wrote  ‘A 
Day,  a  Night,  and  a 
Day,’  which  he  calls 
“the  first  acclaimed  and 
criticized  Mormon 
play.”  When  ‘Satur¬ 
day’s  Warrior’  became  a 
success,  Stewart  quit  his 
job  at  the  BYU  Motion 
Picture  Studio  and 
devoted  his  time  to 
writing  and  producing. 

Not  an  art  piece 

Stewart  says,  “When  I 
wrote  ‘Saturday’s 
Warrior’  I  was  not  trying 
to  create  an  art  piece.  I 
never  intended  to  com¬ 
pete  with  Milton  or 
Shakespeare,  any  more 
than  Carol  Burnett  in¬ 
tended  to  compete  with 
them.  We  just  wanted  to 
let  our  hair  down  and 
give  Mormons  a  chance 
to  laugh  at  themselves.” 

“There’s  a  difference 
between  art  and  enter¬ 
tainment,”  he  adds. 
“There’s  room  for 
everybody.” 

Of  the  criticism  his 
shows  have  received, 
Stewart  says,  “I  would 
feel  a  lot  worse  if  they 
were  universally  accep¬ 
ted.  The  criticism  of 
‘Warrior’  began  in  ‘BYU 
Today’  after  the  show 
played  to  500,000  verv 


enthusiastic  people.  The 
criticism  did  nothing 
but  help,  the  response 
was  so  overwhelming.” 
Non-Mormon  response 

Stewart  points  out 
that  even  non-Mormons 
have  seen  and  enjoyed 
the  show.  “We  did  a  sur¬ 
vey  the  16  nights  the 
show  ran  in  Pasadena,” 
he  says.  “The  audience 
for  the  first  night: was  90 
per  cent  Mormon.  The 
last  audience  was  60  per 
cent  Mormon. 

“Lex  de  Azevedo  (the 
composer)  invited  King 
Family  members  and 
friends  to  the  opening 
night  and  afterward  we 
had  a  reception  at  Alice 
King’s  house,”  Stewart 
continues.  “We  kept 
asking  them,  ‘Did  you 
like  it?’  Finally  one  guy, 
a  producer  at  Universal, 
said,  ‘Why  don’t  you 
back  off?  You  don’t  need 
to  apologize  for  your 
culture.  I  don’t  believe 
in  ‘Brigadoon’  any  more 
than  in  your  pre¬ 
existence,  but  I  was 
cheering  along  with 
everybody  else  when 
Tod  was  converted.’  ” 

However,  Stewart 
says  he  would  never 
“take  ‘Warrior’  out  into 
the  world  and  show  it 
exclusively  to  non- 
Mormons.  It  helps  them 
to  be  seated  with  Mor¬ 
mons. 

Good  critics 

“We  all  have  dreams 
of  Broadway,  but  I’ve 
been  to  Broadway  and  I 
wish  some  of  the  local 
critics  would  go  there 
too.  So  much  of  it  is  gar¬ 
bage.  Talk  about  weak 
stories,  weak  dialogue, 
and  shallow,  insipid 
situations! 

“A  good  critic  can 
purify  the  artist,  but 
there  are  very  few  good 
critics,”  Stewart  says. 
“The  untrained  critics 
are  too  general.  They 
shouldn’t  use  words  like 
‘insipid,’  ‘redundant,’ 
and  ‘banal.’  They 
should  be  more  specific. 
Also,  a  good  critic  will 
refer  to  the  audience 
response.” 

Stewart  believes 
“we’re  just  on  the 
threshold”  of  Mormon 
art.  “We’re  moving  in 
that  direction  because
